December 15 is observed each year as 
"Bill of Rights Day" throughout the Unit­ 
ed States What does this important "docu­ 
ment” mean to us? 


The American "Bill of Rights," con­ 
sisting of the first ten amendments to our 
Federal Constitution, all adopted at one 
time in 1791, specifies in some detail a 
number of basic civil rights of the in­ 
dividual citizen Unaltered by subsequent 
amendments and jealously guarded by our 
courts, these privileges must still be re­ 
spected by our governing bodies today. 


Among the most familiar of our con­ 
stitutional guarantees are those relating to 
freedom of religion, speech, and of th** 
press. The same article protects the right 
of peaceable assembly and the privilege of 
petitioning the government for redress of 
grievances. 


Another amendment secures our per­ 
sons. houses, papers and effects against un­ 
reasonable searches a n d 
seizures, and 
specifies that no warrants shall issue but 
upon probable cause, and unless supported 
by oath or affirmation. 


The due process of law amendment 
encompasses not one but several guaran- 
antees Every American is secured against 
being placed twice in legal jeopardy for 
the same offense; against being compelled 
to be a witness against himself in a crimi­ 
nal case; and against having his private 
property taken for public use without just 
compensation 


He Is also secured against being held 
for trial for a capital death penalty* or 
other infamous crime unless upon a p re ­ 
sentment or indictment of a grand jury

Of the t h r e e governmental 
branches at the national l e v e l , 
Congress was

BASIC POLICY 


SET BY CONGRESS 
Those who established our na­ 
tion clearly meant for Congress 
to b«- kept close to the p e o p l e . 
Members of the House must, of 
course, have their employment 
contracts 
renewed 
every 
tw o 
years 
Senators were given six- 
year term s, the purpose being to 
give them a longer range view 
on the House’s response to the 
popular mood of the moment. 


Being thus close to the people, 
Congress was intended to set the 
basic policy for governing the 
country. In other words, the Ex­ 
ecutive — whoever he may be— 
proposes and Congress disposes. 
That is in line with the legisla­ 
tive body’s charter of p o w e r s 
and responsibilities as stated in 
Article II of the Constitution, 


This being the case, Congress 
woald be failing its duty if it 
automatically stamped “approv­ 
ed" on every legislative measure 
suggested to it by the Execu­ 
tive department. As our n e w 
President, Lyndon Johnson, has 
poimed out, Congress must be 
free to work its will. And if the 
will of Congress, as reflected in 
its performance, does not a c- 
eurately reflect the will of the 
people, then the people have an 
opportunity at frequent intervals 
to work their own will. 


Members of the House and the 
Senate are directly accountable 
to the people — which is not 
true of the two and one - half 
million or so men and women 
who constitute the personnel of 
the agencies and departments in

Dear editar: 
It has long been my theory 
that an ordinary Bustian citizen 
finally would get tired of con­ 
quering space and losing at the 
grocery store, that w a t c h i n g 
satellites on an empty stomach 
soon loses its excitement, a n d 
an item I read last night bears 
this out. 


According to an article from 
Moscow, “the Soviet m a s s e s 
have displayed open discontent 
about the shortages of flour and 
bread.” 
And Mr. Khrushchev has ack­ 
nowledged this by announcing he 
will now spend 46 billion dollars 
on the Russian fertilizer indus­ 
try to improve the f o o d situa­ 
tion 
It may work, but I doubt it 
Ifs easier to order a satellite 
to orbit than a farm er to plow 
And what a farm er does with 
fertilizer depends on thi farmer, 
not to mention the weather and 
the slope of his land, and it’s 
possible to spend 46 billion dol­ 
lars Oil fertilizer uiid prDc.v.cj en 
ly 26 billion dollars worth o f 
food. I’ve done it, on a fraction 
of that s c a l e , and the fault 
wasn’t with the fertilizer. 


The Soviets may get by. for 
a time at least with assuming 
that all men are exactly alike 
and will react exactly alike when 
told what to do, but when they 
assume all land is alike, they’ve 
hit a stump 
Ordering e v e r y 
Russian farm er to put down 200 
pounds of fertilizer per acre on 
February I is like ordering all 


women to wear a size IO dress. 
The contour of a piece of land, 
like the shape of a woman, is 
not subject to government regu­ 
lations. 
To get the most out of a farm 
a man has to bi’ intimately ac 
quainter! with it, and even then 
he con flop, i ve been studying 
this Johnson grass 
farm 
f o r 
years and it hasn’t won a n y 
prizes. 
Russia may get its farm ers to 
farm for love of the fatherland, 
but there seems to br more lo 
cat when you farm for a profit. 


Maybe Russia needs 46 billion 
dollars worth of fertilizer, but I 
have a notion it needs to spend 
a few billion mere on the study 
of human nature
